errors 
tn—-procedure, 
"The 
punishm ent of 
notorious crim inals," 
said the committee, “is constantly b e­ 
ing postponed.” b ecause 
let us put It 
in laym an's words 
the Judge made a 
wrong ruling ab out some ev idence that 
would not nav e changed the result If 
the ruling had b een right.

civ il eases persistent litigants tight up 
through the courts on differences that 
are not m atters of essential legal in­ 
terpretation or human right, b ut are 
mere quib b les.

DOES NOT CONCERN US. 


T h a t Mnch-tnlked-of Question of the 
C o a l 
S u p p l y . 
The question of the exhaustion of 
the coal supply of the United States is 
not one which can affect the present 
generation or the next. says a writer in 
H arper’s Weekly. 
Yet the American 
supply is likely to be exhausted before 
th at of Europe, and particularly before 
that of Great Britain. 
Looking at the 
m atter from the poi ut of view of na­ 
tional providence or provision, covering 
generations and generations. America 
should beyond doubt be a little saving 
of its coal. 
It has been estimated that Pennsyl­ 
vania has about enough anthracite coal 
to last at the rate of production that 
prevailed last year, a little less than 
2(H» years. 
Probably the supply will be 
exhausted much sooner than that, un­ 
less some profitable substitute is found 
for anthracite. 
As to bituminous coal 
in the United States, the supply is very 
great and widespread. 
It is estimated 
that it will last, at tile rate of con­ 
sumption which prevailed during tile 
last decade, something less than 450 
years. 
lf Hie coal supply of the world at 
large, were likely to he exliausto4-4«- 
nny such way as~To make a consider­ 
able drain on American coals for for­ 
eign consumption, the situation might 
tie regarded as alarming if we could 
put ourselves in tin1 place of our great­ 
grandchildren. 
Hut there is not likely 
to arrive a time when we shall have to 
"feed tile world” with coal. 
In 1880 Great Britain had ‘‘in sight,” 
so to apeak—although it was all below 
the ground—an available coal deposit 
estimated at nearly 885,000,000.000 tons. 
At tile rate of production and con­ 
sumption then prevailing, the supply 
would last about ink) years.

Everybody knows the common lady­ 
bird. but not every one is aware of tile 
immense services rendered by this in­ 
sect to florists and gardeners. 
Most in­ 
sects are harmful to vegetation, their 
larva? generally eating the leaves of 
whatever plant the eggs may bv* laid 
on, and it bas been calculated that the 
la m e or caterpillars of some varieties 
of beetles eat a hundred thousand times 
their own weight of vegetable food be­ 
fore they attain their full size aud be­ 
gin to spin their cocoons. 
The lady-bird. however, is an excep­ 
tion, for both tile la m e and the beetle 
are carnivorous and feed on other in­ 
sects, generally the aphis, which is so 
harmful to chrysanthemums and almost 
all other kinds of vegetation. 
The lady-bug lays her eggs on the 
tinder side of tin* chrysanthemum leaf, 
and as soon as the larva* are hatched 
they begin to prowl about the leaves 
and steins of the plant, looking for 
aphis or any other insect smaller than 
themselves. The la m e simply hunt for 
veritable tiger among the plant i>ests. 
food, but the full-grown lady-bug is a

The committee on the prevention 
of tuberculosis has issued an inter­ 
esting report of the losses sustained 
a« a result of condemna tion of stock 
Infected by tuberculosis. 
According 
to this report, there are approx imate­ 
ly 11,000 ca rca sses of beef and 05,000 
ca rca sses of 
hogs condemned each 
y ear by the federal meat inspectors 
Dn a ccount of tuberculos is .— It would 
not be far from to estima te the loss 
on these ca rca sses at present prices 
Re 
$40 
ea ch on the beef and $12 
each on the pork, according to the 
United Sta tes Depa rtment of Agricul­ 
ture. 
This is a net annual loss from 
the 
condemna tion 
of 
ca rca sses 
of 
$440,000 
for beef and 
$780,000 for 
pork, or a total of $1,220,000. 
This 
sta tement, however, does not include 
the G47 parts of beef ca rca sses ana 
the 142,105 
parts of hog ca rca sses 
which it wa s necessa ry la st y ear to 
condemn for the same ca use, and the 
a pprox imate value of which cannot 
be a scerta ined. 
In addition to the ca rca sses con­ 
demned by federal inspectors, there 
are a considerable number condemned 
by Sta te 
and municipal 
inspectors. 
These are mostly ca rca sses of dairy 
ca ttle killed in the work of suppress­ 
ing tuberculosis, or of cows no longer 
profitable in the dairy which are sent 
for sla ughter to the sma ller abattoirs. 
The a ggrega te number of these has 
not been ascertained, but in some 
y ears it has amounted 
to 
several 
thousand carcasses. 
The losses to the dairy industry 
from tuberculosis have been enorm­ 
ous from decrease In milk and depre­ 
ciation and death of animals. 
The 
dairy herds have been affecte d -to—a- 
greater ex tent than any others, a n! 
the Infection as a rule spread through 
the cows of a herd until 50 to 80 per 
cent., of the animals were affected. 
In the early sta ges of the disea se the 
product of the cows is not visibly 
lessened, but as the tubercular pro­ 
cess develops the a nima ls often be­ 
come feverish, their milk is diminish­ 
ed In quantity , and they lose flesh 
and are no longer profitable. 
The 
losses from 
shrinkage of the milk 
and from the destruction of so many 
cows must be tremendous, but It has 
never 
been 
definitely determined. 
An ex tremely serious phase of this 
subject is the effect of the disea se in 
destroy ing valuable fa milies of cat­ 
tle and blood lines which can never 
be renewed. 
In most of the breeds 
there are certain fa milies or strains 
of blood which have been developed 
by 
long and 
skilful selection, 
and ; 
which represent the one marked sue- , 
cess in a breeder's life. 
The repre- i 
senta tive animals of such a strain 
are genera lly few In number, and may 
be in one herd. 
Under such circum­ 
sta nces the introduction of tubercu­ 
losis has often meant the annihilation 
of the strain and the blotting out of 
the a chievements of a lifetime of 
<oll 
and 
study . 
Such 
losses 
can 
» carcely be measured in dollars and 
cents, but they are no less real an i 
Do less serious as an obsta cle to the 
development of the ca ttle industry . 
The influence upon ex port trade of 
regula tions relative 
to 
tuberculosis 
will probably become more and more 
unfavorable. 
Breeding and dairy cat­ 
tle for Canada and Argentina must 
now be tested and found free from 
the disea se before they will be ad­ 
mitted. 
The tendency every where is 
to ma ke more stringent regulations, 
and any considerable increase in the 
preva lence of the disea se would have 
an unfavorable effect upon the sa le of 
live animals, meats, and dairy pro­ 
ducts, even 
if 
burdensome 
regula­ 
tions 
were not imposed.

He could jump much higher and throw a stone two 
and a half tim es as far. 
It will be noticed that he could not move the 
stone any fa ster Hum lie con I d_ upon, the earth; merely , it would take longer 
¡o fall, and therefore, would go farther before striking the jx ound. 
The effect of this small consta nt of gra vitation has a most importa nt 
influence on the phy sica l condition at the surfa ce of Mars. 
Bodies where 
this consta nt (the force of gra vita tion) is large like the sun and stars, ca n 
retain enormous a tmospheres of the lighter ga ses, like hy drogen and helium, 
which esca pe at once into outer spa ce from the ea rth’s a tmosphere. 
Bodies 
where the consta nt is small, like our moon, lose nearly all their a tmosphere, 
sa ve such components as are being consta ntly liberated from their interio , 
like water vapor and carbonic acid. 
Mars, where the 
constant of gravitation lies between those of the earth 
and moon, must have an a tmosphere intermedia te in its density and compo­ 
sition. 
That its atmosphere conta ins wa ter vapor, we know, beca use we see 
it frozen at its poles in the form of ice, and later melted to form water. 
Wa ter is nevertheless very sca rce on Mars; and its ocea ns, if it has a ny , 
are sha llow and only temporary , ex isting solely at the times of the spring 
freshets. 
In the springtime, shortly after the ice ha s begun to melt, a dark 
area forms a ring surrounding the ice, mea suring som e 2,000 miles in dia m­ 
eter and in som e places over 200 miles in breadth. 
As the ice-cap diminishes 
in size, the black border retrea ts with it towards the pole. 
This lea ds us to 
believe that the black area is due to a swa mp or a collection of swa m py 
pools and strea ms, rather than a sea. 
Within the ice-cap is seen a lake con­ 
nected' with the swa mp by a narrow strait. 
If the ice-cap, when at its max imum size, conta ins the larger part of th* 
total water supply of the planet, it will not be difficult to form an idea of its 
volume. 
Let us a ssum e that the mea n depth melted by our sun in four or our 
months over the whole a n a is twenty feet, and tha t the ice has the consis­ 
tency of snow. 
This, when melted, would give us a lake 2.000 miles 
in di­ 
ameter and two feet in depth. 
This would be 
about the amount of 
wa ter 
contained in one of our great lakes. 
One thousand times this amount would 
be 
insignificant 
compared 
to 
our 
terrestria l ocea ns. 
Probably wa ter would not now be found on the planet at all, if. as in the 
ca se of our moon, 
it were not consta ntly renewed from the 
interior. Fresh 
supplies are 
thus gradually ta king the place of that which 
is being slowly 
dissipated into spa ce. 
Sooner or later these supplies must be ex ha usted; 
l>oth these bodies must cease,
